HAT by a ſpecial Remit from the Second Seſſion of this current Parlia- 
ment, to the Commillion for Fipes and Forfaulrures, I having purſued Jo/-: 
Hamilton of Kilkerſcleugh, to pay to me the Damnage and Expenſes whic! 
* I was put to, by the malicious Information of the ſaid John Flamilton a- 
gainſt me, and wrongous Impriſonment of me thereupon,. in Awno 1683, for the 
alledged Crimes of Treaſon therein contained : And this being conſidered by the 
Commiſſion, They, by their Interloquitor dated the 2 of February 1691 Years, 
Fand, That the ſaid John Hamilton had out of Malice threatned to purſue me to the 
Gallows; and that he did wilfully Inform againſt me, when he was under no nc- 
ceſſity to do the ſame:And therefore fand him liable to refound to me ſo much of the 
Damnage and Expenſes libelled, as they ſhould modify, I proving my Impriſon- 
ment for the Crimes he informed againſt me, and giving my Oath i» /item for the 
Expenſes, and aſſigned a Day, and allowed Diligence to me for that ctte ; and al- 
lowed him to be heard upon this Defence: viz. That he offercd to prove, That he 
was forced to Depone againſt me, prior to the time deponed upon by my Witneſſes : 
Conform whereunto I adduced Witneſſes before rhe ſaid Commiſſion, and gave my 
Oath i» /item upon the Expenſes : And therefore the ſaid Commiſſion by their laſt 
NIE; come te Tenth Day of February 1691 Years, Fang, That the only 
Cauſe of my Impriſonment was, the Informatign given in by Gilkerſcleugh againſt 
me, and Fred 1 Ks in Priſon mote than Two Years; / that = were of 
opinion, That X/kerſcleugh ought to be decerned to pay to me, Three Thouſand 
and Five Hundred Merks Scots Money, for the Cauſes foreſaid, with Annualrent 
fram the Dare of the ſaid Interloquitor. Which Action having ſince lyen over un- 
proſecute, 1, conform to an AR of this, preſent Seſſion of Parliament, gave in a 
new Petition ro the Committee of Parliament for Security of the Kingdom, for a 
Warrand to Cite the ſaid Fohn Hamilton before the Parliament, to the effect above- 
written : And accordingly, upon the 18 __ of June 1695, Thcy granted Wat- 
rand to Macers, or Me at Arms, to Cite, or Intimate, to the {aid John 77a- 
milton to appear before the Parliament, upon Twenty Eight Hours, if within the 
Town of Edinburgh, and if forth thereof, upon Ten Days: And upon the Twenty 
Day of the ſaid Month of June, I cauſed James Aikman Meſſenger, lawfully Sum- 
mond the ſaid John Hamilton perſonally, ro appear before the Parliament the Firſt 
Day of July next to come, to the effe@t above-writren, as the ſaid Petition, War- 
rand a Een thereon, herewith produced, will teſtify: And ſcing that the 
ſaid Cauſe has long depended, and is not yet brought to a Concluſion, notwith:- 
tanding of the Juſtneſs thereof, and the warrantable procedure therein, in mann: 
zhove-repreſented. | 
May it therefore pleaſe Tour Grace and honourable Eſtates of Parliamge, to rite hc 
Premiſſes to Tour moſt ſerious Confideration, and conform to the InteMoquitor of :h- 
ſaid Commiſſion of Parliament for Fines and Forfaultures, to diſcern the ſaid Jon. 
Hamilton of Kilkerſcleugh to make payment to me of the Sum of Three Thouſand 
and Five Hundred Merks, modified by them to me, with Annualrent thereof ftice 
the ſaid Tenth Day of February 1691, and in time coming, quring the not payment 
According to Juſtice.
